This is more than the wildest 
conjecture previously had made the steal In 
the whole twenty-five years of Dougherty’s 
trusteeship. The auditors still are at work 
on the books, and from. a preliminary survey 
of the whole task it is known that the short- 
age for eighteen years will exceed $1,000,000. 


Hold Bank Responsible.

Between 1 and 2 
o'clock the firing was, perhaps, the slackest 
Individual shots could be noted, yet even 
during this period forty rounds were count 
in five minutes from batteries nearest the 
center of the town. Troops have been dis- 
patched along the railways of which Mos- 
cow is the center to recapture stations and 
restore traffic. 


Slaughter Is Continued. 

The wholesale shooting of insurgents con- 
tinues. 

Telegraphic communication has been re- 
stored between Moscow and the north and 
west, but is still cut to the south and east. 
Train service in those directions also is eve- 
pended. 

The object of the government carrying out 
the wholesale butchery in Moscow was ro. 
prevent a similar attempt in St. Peterebure. 
This aecounts for the ferocity displayed br 
the troops in the terrible example made of ae 
the insurgents here. a 

Another correspondent says 17.000 troops s 
surrounded the rebel quarter, firing without 
warning on everybody. ‘lhe firet objeét of ~ 
the soldiery was to reduce the improvised 
barracks at the Prokhonoff factory and the 
Mammontoff thread mills, and take the main 
Presnonseky thoreughfare and side streeta. 

The battle raged all day. Five hundred 
projectiles were fired into the Insurgent aréa. 
from which towards nightfall huge columne 
of flame shot up as the wooden structures 
were set on firé by the shells. The thread 
mills were burned and the Prokhonoff fac- — 
tory. accommodating 6,000 workmen, was — 
bombarded and reduced to ruins, :

burn, state superintendent of banks, recom-

It is charged, he says, that through some 
of these agencies “ immigrants are swindled 
out Of more than $1,000,000 every year—a part 
by flight of the ‘ bankers’ after they have 
accumulated deposits of from $5,000 to $50,- 

» but more by their accepting funds from 
newly atrived immigrants for the purchase 
with agreement to 
transmit them to friends or to relatives of 
thfe immigrants in Europe. 

“These funds, or tickets,’’ he says, “ often- 
times are not transmitted, and when com- 
plaint is made to the banker the immigrant 
is tricked or frightened into not carrying 


‘the matter further.” 


Defaulters Paragons of Virtue. 


Mr. Kilburn also criticises the policy of the 
state banking department, especially in con- 


nection with the failure of certain institutions | 
j. Those which were blown, however, took their

“ After a bank falls,” says he, “* and dis-" 


closures of dishonesty are made, it is won- 
dered why such things could go on undisco¥- 
ered so long. It must be remembered that 
these frauds and deceptions are, in most in- 
stances, being carried on by men of unusual 
ability—men who stand high among their 
neighbors not only in business but also in 
social, religious, and political matters. 

** Almost invariably they deceive the whole 
community, their business associates, their 
friends, and even their families. It is. fre- 
quently an astonishing revelation to all of 
these that the banker who has failed, de- 
faulted, and, perhaps, absconded or killed 
himself, is not a man of wealth, as well as the 
ideal of honor and business integrity.’’

HAPPINESS IS IN SADDLE. 


Henceforth, Although Immensely 
Rich, America Will Be Joyful 
All the Time. 


New York, Dec. 31.—[(Special.J—The year 
1906 will go down in history as marking the 
last great war on earth if the hope and be- 
lief of Andrew Carnegie, prophet, philanthro- 
pist, and philosopher, are not repudiated by 
oncoming events. 

_In fact, 1906 promises to mark a new era, 
according to the Carnegie forecast, in which 
plowshares shall supplant the garden of 
swords and chip carrying nations shall cease 
to be round shouldered under their heavy 
burden. Honest roses may be expected on 
nettlesome insurance uedges, and the United 
States will learn,;in a class absolutely by 
itselt, haw to be contented, though super-. 
abundantly rich. 

“ By following Mark Twain's prescription 
never to smoke but one cigar at a time, and 
always to walk on the sunny side of the 
street,” said Mr. Carnegie, ‘ I expect to com- 
pase a hundred New Year’s in due course.: 


- Take Ourselves Too Seriously. 

*“TIs that my. only prescription—my only 
elixir?

If I had the making of the American 
character over I think I should remedy that 
national trait first of all.

KENTUCKY GOVERNOR MAY RUN 
TO PREVENT DEADLOCE. 


Blackburn Ready to Make Desperate 
Struggle for Renomination—Halde- 
man a Sirong Factor in Fight—No 
Can@idate Certain of Sufficient 
Votes to Assure Victory—Result in 

‘ Doubt Twenty-four Hours Before 
Caucus at Frankfort. 


_ Louisville, Ky., Dec. 31.—[Special.}—To pre- 
vent what promises to be one of the most 
memorable and stubborn s¢natorial dead- 
locks in the history of Kentucky Gov. J. C. 
W. Beckham's name is being mentioned for 
nomination at the eleventh hour. 

Lieut. Gov. Thorne has announced that 
in case Gov. Beckham should be put forward 
as a candidate he will resign, thus allowing 
the president of the senate pro tem. to be- 
come governor. The HNeutenant governor's 
announcement was made following published 
declarations that the leaders of the demo- 
cratic party would oppose any move whereby 
he would succeed to the governorship. This 
opposition, it was stated, was based on al- 
pardoning power by 
Thorne while acting governor during the 
absences of Gov. Beckham from the state. 

Those who look to Gov. Beckham as a 
possible factor in the senatorial fight do so 
on the ground that he is the logical man to 
inherit Judge Paynter’s strength in case 
the struggle should be prolonged to a point 
where it became apparent the latter could 
not win. 

Governor May Cause Stampede. 

Gov. Beckham has several times declared 
that he is not a candidate and has as far as 
he could consistently ‘do so supported Judge 
Paynter. The governor’s friends declare 
there would be a stampede to him in case 
Paynter should find it necessary to withdraw. 

It may be stated authoritatively that ac the 
present moment neither Mr. Haldeman, Judge 
Paynter, nor Senator Blackburn has a ma- 
jority. of the .democratic vote. The total 
strength of the house and senate, and this 
means democrats and republicans, is 138, and 
of this number the democrats have 105 mem- 
bers. It will be seen, therefore, that fifty- 
three votes are necessary to secure the caucus 
nomination.

Their short sighted and unwar- 
ranted actions have caused great annoyance 
and at times have threatened completely to 
stop fish culture work in the Michigan waters 
of the great lakes. During several: years 
matters were at an acute stage, the em- 
ployés of the bureal being arrested by the 
state officers.”’ 

In contrast to the. unfortunate relations 
existing between the states and ie bureau, 
the attitude of Canada has been exceedingly 
cordial. .The minister of marine and fisheries 
permits the bureau to collect whitefish and 
lake trout spawn in the Canadian waters of 
Lakes Superior and Erie and in return for 
this privilege the bureau distributes the cul- 
ture near the international boundary or in 
the Canadian waters adjacent thereto. ~ 


Bureau Proud of Its Work. 


The American bureau is exceedingly proud 
of its ‘work in the lake region. At North- 
ville, Mich., there is a series of five ponds 
covering about three acres where emall 
mouthed bass are propagated and whére 
there is a hatchery for lake trout eggs with a 
capacity of 35,000,000. In the eight states 
bordering on the lakes the bureau has dis- 
tributed a total of over 500,000,000 fish eggs 


FORECLOSURES ON RAILWAYS 
FEW IN YEAR JUST CLOSED. 


Cincinnati, Hamilton and Dayton Sys- 
tem Collapse Prevents Low Record in 
Receiverships of Lines. 


“The annual record of railway receiver- 
ships and foreclosures during the year 1905 
shows that the number, mileage, and capital- 
igation of railways which passed into the 
hands of receivers during 1905 were unusu- 
ally small until the favorable record was 
broken by the appointment of a receiver for 
the-Cincinnati, Hamilton and Dayton sys- 
tém on Dec. 4. Previous to that time, ac- 
cording to the Railway Age, only eight roads 
passed in the control of the courts, these 
having a total of 529 miles of line represented 
by a total capitalization of $24,599,000. 

For the year 1904 there were eight receiver- 
ships, covering 744 miles, with a total cap- 
italigation of $36,069,000, a considerably 
larger mileage and capitalization than that of 
the-same number of roads charged with insol- 
vency in the first eleven monthsof 1905. The 
comparison, however, was changed by the 
appointment of a receiver for the Cincinnati, 
Hamilton and Dayton and the Pére Mar- 
quette companies, representing together 
3,064 miles of road, with a total capitalization 
of nearly $152,000,000. The addition of these

Opposes Dr. Hirsch’s Opinion. 


A view of the influence of wealth directly 
contrary to that expressed by Dr. Hirsch 
was voiced by M. M. Mangasarian in his 
lecture before the ‘Independent Relig ous 
society in Orchestra hall. 

“The president of Cornell caliege,” Mr. 
Mangasarian said, “is mistaken in saying 
that the nation has lost its eonscierce end 
has become ‘money mad.’ The peop'e of 
this country are even more moral than the 
pious Puritans were. The Puritans pareded 
their virtues; we do not. There is more 
justice, more charity, more personal purity 
in the world at large today than (here was 
in the Elizabethen era, or when Cromwell 
or Charles II. ruled in Bngland. 

“ Wealth is the friend of morality. It ts 
poverty that degrades. Of course all good 
things are often abused, but wealth brings 
power, brings leisure, and with leisure comes 
culture, refinement, gentleness, and the 
beautiful. 

* The Cornell president seems to agree with 
those who believe in the virtues of ‘ Bard 


‘times.’ The netions that are the most criho- 


dox are the poorest, and the poorest countries 
are the least moral. Luxury is never the 
enemy of virtue. Athens with all her lux- 
uries was far more virtuous than Sparta, 
The decline of dogma and the rise of morals 
and ea go hand In hand.”

If Vices Depicted in Mrs. Humphry 
Ward’s and Edith Wharton’s Late 


Works Prevail in Chicago, He Says 


in Sunday Sermon, Iniquity Reaches 
Its Climax in Michigan and Kin- 
dred Avenues, Not in Halsted and 
Adjoining Streets. 


é Jenkin Lloyd Jones, in his annual oid year’s 
sermon on “The Books of the Year,” 
preached yesterday in All Souls’ church, re- 
ferred to Mrs. Humphry Ward’s ‘‘ The Mar- 
riage of William Ashe ”’ and Edith Wharton’s 
“The House of Mirth,’’ as the two most 
powerful books published during the year. 

“It is a significant fact,’’ he said,”*‘ that 
both of them are revelations of the degener- 
acy in what is falsely called ‘ the higher cir- 
cles’ or the ‘ favored classes.’ Both ‘books 
are sickening in their revelations. I for one 
have waited anxiously for some competent 
critic to rise up,and declare them false, deny 
théir justice; Mut alas! inetead comes from 
many authoritative quarters the sad admis- 
sion: ‘ Tootrue! tootrue!’ 

Miss Wharton in her American novel has 
confined her disgraceful revelations to the 
coarse phases of wealth“the ‘newly rich,’ the 
gambling, speculating, globe trotting repre- 
sentatives of gold. But Mrs. Ward has car- 
ried her revelations up into the realmsof cul- 
ture, where poets, diplomats, lords, and cabi- 
net officers. move, and has there shown the 
vulgarity of cigaret smoking women end 
lecherous, champagne sipping men. 


Evils in Chicago Society. 

“I would fain believe that both these

If these 
two horrible and disgusting novels are true, 
then the center of missionary work shoulz be 
changed from the slums to the boulevards. 
Iniquity reaches ite climax in Michigan and 
kindred avenues, not in Halsted and adjoin- 
ing streets. 


Two Civic Reform Novels. 

“Over against these two most famous 
novels of the year it is refreshing to put as 
thé two most significant contributions to 
civic philosophy and practice L. T. Hob- 
house’s ‘Democracy and Reaction,’ and 
Frederick Howe's ‘The City the Hope of 
Democracy.’ One was written by an Eng- 
lishman and for England, the other was writ- 
ten by an American and for the guidance 
of Americans, but they strangely echo one 
another; the fundamental note is the same, 
Both authors are keenly alive to the reac- 
tions incident to the great conquests of mind 
over matter, the intoxicating wealth and 
power going therewith. Both in the face of 
discouraging facts and confusing figures be- 
lieve that an adequate remedy lies in a new’ 
emphasis, a fresh application of the funda- 
mental principles of democracy, around 
which gather today all the best thinking of 
the past and all the high hopes of the future. 

“The American city, Which has so long 
been regarded as the despair of democracy, 
is presented in Mr. Howe's book as the hope 
of the future, where high ideals, even-hand- 
ed justice, aye, the simplicity of the spiritual! 
life is to be first realized, and this because 
here will men learn first to make common 
cause against poverty and ignorance and 
to be content with an increase of the com- 
mon wealth at the sacrifice of the fabulous 
wealths of the individual, which is possible 
only by the Yver-reachings of private cor- 
porations and individual selfishness into the 
realm of common utilities and the joint in- 
terests of the community. .

COAL OIL JOHNNY, SPENDER, 
I$ LYING AT DEATH’S DOOR. 


Man Who Ran Through with $3,000,- 
000 in Seven Months During Last 
Days Practically Is a Pauper. 


Franklin, Pa., Dec. 81.—[{Special.]—John 
W. Sicol, Known as “‘ Coal Oil Johnny,” who 
in seven months during 1862 squandered a 
fortune of $3,000,000 and earned the reputa- 
tion of being the most remarkable spender 
in history, is dying on Fee farm, near here. 
At his bedside his faithful wife is his sole 
companion. He has the necessaries of life 
but nothing more. His last forty years have 
been spent in grief because of his earlier 


folly. 

‘*‘Coal Ol] Johnny’ was 20 years old in 
1861, when his foster mother was blown to 
pleces while trying to ignite a fire with coal 
oil. That accident gave Johnny his nick- 
name, also a farm under which were oceans 
of oil and a bank account of $500,000, He 
had to wait one year to get possession of this 
wealth, and for twelve months he plotted 
and planned how he would cut a figure with 
his fortune. 

His record as a spendthrift is told in a 
pook written by a brighter mind than John- 
ny’s, because he never learned to read or 
write. This young man marched about the 
streets in Oil City, the petroleum center, and 
other oil towns bedecked in the currency 
of the United States, bills of various de- 

ong being pinned to his coat and

trousers. He used paper money as a lining 
for his hats. : 

He scattered this wealth broadcast, each 
day paying $5 for a shoe shine and $10 for 
a shave. His tips to waiters amounted to 
from $5 to $10. He gave friends money to 
gamble with, and once he bought a hotel 
and gave it to the clerk. In New York he 
hired a cab, and then bought it and made a 
present of it to the driver. After he had 
consumed aj] the champagne in a New York 
hotel once he ordered several cases and 
had the attendants spill it in a bathtub. 
Then he bathed-in the costly liquid. ‘ Coal 
Oil Johnny ’’ would pass along the street, 
see a pretty girl, and present her with a 
$100 bill. 

After six months of this riotous living: in 
1862 he got to the end of his string. He sold 
his oil properties, with the royalties, for a 
song. One morning he awcke dead broke. 

His friends deserted him, and he had hard 
work getting a job at $150a day. He went 
west and lived tn Kansas, South Dakota, 
and Washington.

Presidents and other high. railroad officials 
mingled on terms of social equality with their 
employés yesterday ‘afternoon in Drill hall, 
Masonictemple. The occasion was the twen- 
ty-ninth annual anniversary banquet of Chi- 
cago Division No. 1, Order of Railway Con- 
ductors and the railroad officials were the 
guests of honor. 

The banquet was held Im the afternoon be- 
cause mamy of the 300 conductcrs present had 
to take their trains out in theevening. After 
W. M. Clark, chief ccnductor of the local di- 
vision, had introduced Maj. B. B. Ray, pay- 
master, U. 8. A., ae toasteaster, letters and 
telegrams of regret were read from President 
Roosevelt, Vice President Fairbanks, Presi- 
dent James J. Hill of the Great Northern rail- 
road, and from many railroad offictals. 

The telegram. from Vice President Fair- 
banks read in part: 

The Order of Railway Conductors is one of 
the strong, conservative organizations of the 
country which seeks the welfare of ite members 
in a just way. It recognizes in full degree the 
rights of both employer and employé and under- 
stands full well that in a large sense the inter- 
ests of one are the interests of the other and that 
the interests of neither can be disregarded without
